The  Close  Up  Foundation  is  the  nation's  largest 
government  studies  program.  Nine  students  from 
P.H.S.  participated  in  the  week  long  series  of 
seminars  in  Washington  D.C.  and  Williamsburg, 
Virginia.  It  is  a  non-profit,  non-partisan  educational 
foundation  founded  in  1971  to  acquaint  students 
with  the  Federal  system  of  government.  Close  Up 
took  the  students  out  of  the  classroom  and  placed 
them  in  the  classrooms  of  Washington  and  Colonial 
Williamsburg  for  a  comparative  study  of 
government.
